Beach school
operates o three acre farm, the chil- g
ilren actually preparing, fertilizing,
cultivating aml harvesting, umler the
direction of thelr tegehers and of the
county demonstration agent. The lat-
ter Is required to visic all demonstra-
tinns schools in the county as fre-
quently as it is practicable, He is re-
quired to indoctrinate the teachers
with the principles of scientitic ag-
riculture and to Ilcend assistance in
every way possible.

Beginning list fall the wheels of ag-

ricultural education  in the state’s
publis schools have been  hearing
thousands of c¢hildren through a

course in field crops. In the fall le-
guminous ¢rops were sown as winter
cover crops, since soil building by
the use of cover crops is one of the
outstanding prineiples of the [arm
demonstrution work in South Caro-
llna. These cover crops were turned
under this spring and the land is be-
Ing planted in cotton and corn. Pre-
paratory tu planting, the children
were Instructed in the use of ferti-
lizers.

A thorough crop rotuting system has
been prepared by W. V/. Long, state
agent of demonstration and superin-
tendent of the extension division of
Clemron college who has charge of
the work. Each school is required to
follow his three vear rotation.

After this vear the work will be ex-
panded. It is planned to be put into
the course some simple instrudtion in
the elements of animal industry,
enough to teach the children to dis-
tinguish types of animals, to under-
stand something of feeding and the
simpler principles of breeding, with
some work In dalrying also. The field’
crop work will of course be carried
on next year In addition lo the live
stock work.

It is planned the third year to he-
gin Instructions in plant discases and
insect pests; teaching  the children
the methode of eradiecating or con-
trolling the more common fnsect and
rungus troubles which annoy the far-
mer. Thus there will oy that time be
a three year course in the elements of
practical farming.

This demonstration work Is con-
gldered by Mr. Long to he one of the
most important projects In all the ex-
tengion work of South Carolina and
he Is glving it special attention and
endeavoring to adjust the details of
the system in order to make it more
practical. Throughout the work of
tite demonstration forces have had the
good will and cooperatlon of the Hon.
J. E. Swearingen, state superinten-
dent of education, and the followlng
letter received by Mr. Long indicates
the atate superintendent's oploion of
und attitunde toward the work:

PLACING RAILROADS UNDER ,
ONE INSTEAD OF MANY

United States Supreme Cuort In
That the Interstate Commerc
Arbitrator of

Washingon, 1. ., June &,

A long step towards placing  railroad
duder one  master instedad of ma-
Hy, taken up today by the Uni-
tal Stutes supreme court in uphold-
ng the power of the Interstate Com-
merce commission to strike down the
state rates that diseriminate against
Interstate commeree, In  substance,
the court suld that the Minnesota and
other recent State rates cases in which
the railrowds lost might have been de-
cidod otherwlse had the roads gone
to the commission fur relief instead
Ol the courts.

The decision was announced by Jus-
tici Tughes, Justices Pitney and Lur-
ton dissemting.  The case arose out
ol the compluint by the Shrevesport
{Louistuna) merchants that the Tex-
s riblrond commission had shut them
out o all Texas bhusiness by com-
pelling the railronds 1o reduce Texas
State wates fuar below what the intor-
sl comniwree commission  hillowerd
the railroads running from Shreves-
Pport o Texas elties to charge.

The vourt first decided that congrass
hil power to control intevstate onar-
BEes OVer an interstate sarrier to the
extent neceseary to prevent injurious
discrimination agains! interstate traf-
fie, and then held that congress had
couterred thls power upon the inter-
shitle commeree commission,

“The fact that carriers are Instru-
ments of inlra-state commerce as well
as of interstate commerce,” said Jus-

wis

| tice Hughes, “dose not derogate from

the complete and paramount author-
ity of congress over the latter or
preclude the Federal power from be-
ing «xerted to prevent the interstate
operations of such carrires from be-
ing made a4 means of injury which has
been confided to Federal care.
“Wherever the interstate and intra-
stale transactions of carriers are so

In removing discriminations against
interstate commerce, the court held
leongress was not hound to reduce the
interstate rates below what it may
deem to be proper standard to the
carrier and to the public.

"Otherwige” said the opinlon, “H
vould prevent the injury to interstate
comeniree only by the sacritlce of its
Judgment as to intersite rates”

Juptice Hughes who wrote the
conrt’s decision in the rate cases, of
#@ Yeur apgo, pointed out that the pres-
fnt ease did not conflict with those
ases.  He sald that in the absence
of 4 finding by the commission of un-
Jurt diseriminations, Intra-state riates
undoubtedly were left to he fixed by
the earrier and subject to the wuthor-
ity of i States.,

“We are not unmindful of the Erav-
ity of the question that s presented
when State and Federal views ©on-
Miet,” the opinion concluded, ‘Dut
it was recognized at the heginning
the nation conld not prosper if Inter-
state and forelgn trade were govern-
ed by many masters, and where the
interests of freedom of interstate
commerce are involved, the judgment
of congress and of the agencies it law-
fully establishes must contro).”

Members of the interstate com-
merve commission regarded this case
as one of the most important in which
the body had ever been involved.

Its decision was written by Sec-
retary Lane before he left the com-

nigsion to be a member of President
